LTom, Ang. 16.— Cesarlo, the assas- 

jiii of Prcsidoiit Cariiot, was ezeoatod 
it 4 :5d o'clock this moriiiug. 

At 1 o'dodk this morning the polico 
Mmmenoed to clear the people away 
ftom the vicinity of the prison. When 
the troopH iiiaichefl to the square in 
whicli the i'X(C !tii)u took placf, hardly 
1 sct)r(' of onli iilviTS were in it. Xohuily 
\va-< {iciiiiittf'd to walk tlu> pavcuiriit 
around tlit' i)rison. lilack fi;,'iir<'S passed 
through tlic deserted streets and after 
an exelian^e of words with the soldiers, 
erussed tlu' square to the prison. These 
wore detect ivt^s anrl jonrnulists, who 
-bowed their ercdentials to the prison 
oflicials. Only tin- iirocurenr, tin? judKe, 
a notary and priest were allowed to 

PUtlT. 

At H o'clock in the morning, from a 
window, not Santo's, a prolonjcfd sigli, 
followed by rhe cry, twice reijeated, of 
"Vive I'auarchie," broke the litillueaa. 
This was followed by a dead ^enoe. 
Perhaps it was a signal to warn Sauto 
of his approaching doom. 

Jost at this moment a wagon arrived 
from the prison vri^h the guillotine. 

The crowd outside the lines at 3 
o'clock was small, bat from that time it 
qaickly swelled outil toward 4 o'cdock, 
the time at which the ezeoution was ex* 
peoted to take place, it had grown to 
Iar||e proportion. 

'^len the preparations of Dieblek had 
been completed he twice tested the 

troillotine, and pronounced it satis- 
Botocy. 

It was then 4:3S o'clock. The troops 
then closed in aronnd the ffoillotine. 

When daylight arrived the square 
and the streets nearlqr were thnrnged 

with people. 

Escorted by a squad of gendarmes, the 
ezecntioner and his iiicu entered the 
prison at 4::i0 o'clock. 

M. Raax, the governor of the prison, 
awakened Santo, saying to him; "Cour- 
age, Kaiito, th(( liour lias arrived." 

'I'lif I'ond.'inned laau, with a ;;reat ef- 
fort, raised liiniself, his face tunned 
livid and liis hands and liiabs tn uilili d 
convulsively despite his elforts to ap- 
pe:ir carelpsa of his fate. 

This treiubliuK continued until the 
last moment. He could hardly stand, 
and his limbs M-ere so stiff with cold 
and fri^'ht that his clothes were pat on 
him with utmost ilitliculty. 

In reply to tlie irovernor, whether he 
would have breakfxst, Sauto declined 
either f(xxl or drink. Ho also refused 
reiif:ious consolation from the priest. 

Aski'd whether he di'sired to spciik to 
the jud^e, he replied in the negative. 
He also declined to .see his counsel. 

"Have you any last wishes to com- 
municate?" he \v.i.> asked. 

"No," he alls^^ered, "only send my 
letters to my mother." 

His shaking increased while ho was 
making' his toilet t<j such au e.ttent that 
Diebler's men had much trouble in pin- 
ioning him. 

When (iovernor Ranx spoke to Sauto 
of his mother, the condemned man's 
eyes tilled with tears and he nearly 
chokc<l with emotion. He soon regained 
his habitual iudififerenue, althongli still 
pallid and trembling. 

From this moment he said nothing 
more. 

When he was assisted into the wagon 
he was in almost pitiful condition. His 
knees shook ° together and his teeth 
chattered violently. He no longer ap- 
Mliired like a man, hut a being half 
dead with tenror. 

The oommaad of "fix bayoneta" was 
now sonnded from aqoadron to squad- 
ron at troops, while mnrmnrs arose 
from the ever growing crowd. 

OieUer and bis aaurtants and the of- 
ficials issned from the pclion at 4:00. 

At the command to "p re sen t arms," 
and "draw sworda" the wagon iaraed 
from the bnilding and took np a place 
on the left side of the gnillotine. 

The as si stants fixed the gangway. The 
priest approached Santo, who pretended 
not to see him. 

When Santo appeared, walking with 
extreme dithculty, his open sh&t dis- 
playing his breast, frail and bouy, his 
eyes were first fixed on the guillotine 
and then wandered to the troops and the 
erowd. 

He nttered the cries, "Courage mea 
comarades," ""Vive I'anarohie," bat the 
sound issued feebly from his closed 
teeth and was scarcely aadible beyond 
the tiDops. The words were hardly 
uttered when Santo was M i/ed and 
pushed towanl tiie ba.scule. He made 
u feeble struj;;:!e and fi;ll. His wi if^lit 
was mu(!h too h^ilit and his exi cul loners 
were compelled to raise him and ilirusl 
him forwanl. He made another frantic 
movement, obliging Dieblor to come to 
the a.ssistanee nf his men and place 
Santo's head under the lunette. 

Much time was taken up with these 
movements. At last Diebler pressed 
the handle and released the knife. A 
sharp, short sound announced the sever- 
ance of the vortebne, a spurt of blood 
sprinkled the wagon, the head fell into 
a basket of sawdust, and the body rolled 
into another. 

Bravoes sounded from the crowd, 
which' seemed less mored than at ordi> 
nary executions.

LABOR IMESTI GATION 

The President's Strike Com- 
mission Begins Its Work.

Will Be Further BsnnUaed. 

Chk Auo, Aug. 16. — The strike com- 
mis.-ioners appointed by President 
( levrhind to invistigate tli" I'ullni.iii 
and railroad strike be;^an their work 
Wedni'sday. Tli<' sessions were held in 
the government building, in a court- 
room, aud attracted many spectators. 
After preliminary work 'Vice President 
S. W. Howard of the American Rail- 
way union was called as tlie first wit- 
ness. Mr. Howard began his statonuuit 
by cxprossing the hope that the com- 
mission would nse every effort to get to 
the bottom of the matter under con- 
sideration. Commissioner Kemau as- 
sured him that the investigation would 
he thorongh and asked the witness 
numerous questions as to his past and 
present ocenpatious and the natiiro of 
iiis official position in the American 
liailway union. 

"Now," said the commissioner, "tell 
us what, ill your opinion, caused tho 
railro.id strikes." 

••The strikes were caused," answer. I 
Mr. Howard, "by the siatomont of h 
general managers that they wouli back 
up .Mr. Puiluian daring tnu scriku." 

"Who told you that'/" 

"The uew.spapors printed the stati-- 
ment crediting it to General Managers 
Egan and St. .John." 

Mr. Howard then entered into an ex- 
haustive recital of the troubles leading 
up to the oriifiual Pullman strike. The 
men had aniiouuced their intention to 
nrike, he said, but on being assured by 
tlie company's olfloiaU that the om- 
uloyes grievances' would be investigated 
he had urged the men to go buck to 
work. This they did on the promise of 
the companies, that committees who 
hud handled the trouble would not be 
di .charged, or otherwise injured be- 
cause of that part they hod taken in the 
mutter. 

•And after that promise" continued 
the mtuess, "three of those committ .'- 
meu were disc'nurged. Then the m. u 
struck. Our union, after failing to grt 
any satisfaction from the Puilmaii com- 
pany then endeavored, by boycotting 
the company's curs, to bring the matter 
to a satisfactory termiiiution. We or- 
dered no strike. We simply desired 
that thePallmanoarsbeleftofr of the 

tr.iins. 

"At this point we w re again met by 
tlie ticiieral M.magers' assm-iation'. 
They refused to haul niailears unless 
the Pullmaus were attached to the 
trains. Such action was entirely un 
called for. The i'ullmans were in no 
wise necessary for the transmission of 
the United Statt'S mails. I can cite 
various ca.ses when mail trains were run 
without PuUniun coaches or other pal- 
ace car otjuipmeiit. " 

In the aft'Tiioon, with Mr. Howard 
on the stand, Chuiriiian Wright (jpened 
the in(iuiry with a quction as to 
whether the Amencan Railway uuiou 
had suggested a strike on all the roads, 
in order tu cfjinpel I'ullnian to come to 
terms. The witness hesitated a moment 
and said : 

'•It was left to the discretiim of the 
employes o:i each road belonging to the 
geiienU mauagi-rs. The resolution of 
the convention was intended to cover 
every road connected with the General 
Managers' association whathtr it han- 
dled Pullmans or not." 

"Did yon ask uU labornnions in this 
country to strike ' 

"No; we asked them to meet us here 
and consider the matter. At this oou- 
fereuco Mr. Debs simply presented the 
matter, and when the delegates asked 
what they shotild do, he said: "1 am 
not here to advi.se yon. I leave it to 
the eouseience of each man." 

Mr. Kernuu asked if the railway 
luiiou or other labor organisations hud 
ever permitted or enooonged its mem- 
bers to work against nonunion men. 
Mr. Howard said it was a prinoiplo of 
the union to allow any ana every man 
to work aa he pleased. 

"What is the effect on a strike when 
there is violence and destmotioa of 
property?" 

"It iuTariaUy ends in the defeat of 
the men beoanae it puts pubUo sym< 
pitfhr against them." 

When he was invited to suggest a way 
of preventing such troubles in the fu- 
ture, Mr. Howard said so far as rail- 
road emnloiyaa were concerned the only 
practical solntiou was in government 
ownership and oiierations in railroads. 

Mr. Howurii said lio woulil like tinu- 
to consider the question as to what rem 
edy could be applied to labor troubles in 
the employments outside the railways. 
He was accordingly excused and will 
app<'ar agaui. 

General Master Wurknian Sovereign 
of the Knights of Lalwir followed, ilo 
said he knew little of the grievances of 
the Illinois t'enfral employes and com- 
paratively little alxnit the Kock Island. 

"The American Railway anion and 
the Knights of Lalwr," said Mr. Sov- 
ereign, "are .so do.soly alliliaied that 
they may be regarded as two divisions 
of one army. When the trouble came 
up here the convention at Des Moines 
considered wliether any action should 
be' taken. That was suggest<'d by a 
.•irculiu- telegram from Eugene V. Debs. 
It was left to a Vote of the men on each 
road. The C.'iiieago (ireat Western men 
vol«d tiu Mlrijio Ixiuaase of looai griev- 
ances, and BO did tha Book island 
nun." 



Considering the violence and destruc- 
tion of property Mr. Sovereign said he 
believed the burning of cars was the 
work of United Stales deputy marshals. 
He had read information filed with the 
mayor of Chicago by the police depart- 
ment which Justified that belief. 

"I do not believe arbitration will 
avoid such strikes," he said, in conclu- 
sion. "'Voluntary arbitration is too 
slow, and compulsory arbitratiou is not 
a remedy. I think the laws should rec- 
ognize a laborer's right — his e(jnity iu 
his piisition. The employer's ('(juity is 
in his plant— the product of his plant. 
The discharged l.-iborer, if diseliarged 
witiiont a ju.st cMUse, sh,,uld have tuc 
right to go into court and establish a 
claim for dania_'es. Tlie remedy fur 
trouble with lailwav emnloyes is e 
^'iv. riunent ownership and operation of 

railways." 

SUPPLEMENTARY TARIFF BILLS. 

Nut >lin li Hope For Any of th« Mea«nr»-» 
PlUWltiK tlio Soiiat«. 

Washinqtom, Aug. 16.— The events 
of the dry did not make clearer the 

probable resuli of the eJl'ort on the part 
of the senate to follow the lead of the 
house in Iryinj lo secure the pass age uf 
the supplemental tariff bills. The first 
supposition after Senator Harris otl'ercd 
his motion to refer the bill.- to the 
finance coniniittee, wa.s that he was act- 
ing for a united party, but it was proven 
that the iJenioeiMtie senators were very 
much tbvided upon the (pii stion. It ap- 
pears that the Republicans will also di- 
vide upon the motion, but a majority of 
them will oppose it. 

The situation may be still further 
comiilicated by the withdrawal of the 
Harris motion. Whether the bills g(j to 
tlu^ committee or are considered on 
their meriis without reference, they 
will be bitterly fouglit. 'There is no 
piU'iHJse on the part of the senators who 
•are oppo.siiig them, to allow a vote to be 
taken. When the fight begins in earn- 
est the bills Mrill b«.' resisted by evsry 
mtians known to parliamentary tactics—- 
by long speeches, amendments and 
dilatory motions of all kinds. 

Senator Hill's example to amend by 
repealing the income tax was followed 
by Senator Quay with amendments 
which included the euthw McKinley 
law. Others of a like natur^ will fol- 
low. Thi> r iMservatives will move in- 
definite po.i p moment. They will try 
to prevent tiie^natori- *!rom the west,;rn 
mining states from voting for free sugar 
by amending the bill so as to provide 
for free loai ore. 

It is thought that the resort to these 
tactics for a few days will convince all 
of the inutility at this l.it ■ d.iv of the 
effort to pass rhe bills .md tli.u ii may 
be abandtmed. They also count npim 
the speedy disappearauci' of the ijuo- 
runi. Several Republican .senators have 
left the city ami others will fo'low. 
Some of the Democratic senators are 
also preparing to go. ("oi)se;;uently it 
is predicted that after Frid iy tiiere will 
not be a sufticieiit number of senators 
111 the city to transact business. In tli.it 
event it is not beliuve^d that any effort 
would 1h< made to compel attend. mee, 
but oil business except that done by gen- 
eral oonsont would

Always eloquent tiie Mis- 
Kiuri senator yesterday, smarting under 
what he l)elieveil to be unjust ei-i; i. ism 
and sland' Is lie.iped upon hiuiseif, 
railed with line fre;i/.y a.'ainst the jn-es- 
ideut ami all those who had a^- iiled 
him (Vest), )iis .issocitites on tlie tin iine 
committee, or tlu'ir motives. He rave a 
Miniilete history of the struggles in con- 
Terence and justitied the action ol the 
Semite eont'eirees tiiroughont. I'pon 
the (luestion of referring the su^.ir lull, 
Mr. Vest une(inivoeally maintained that 
its reference to the litianee eomniittee 
meant its death. He was in favor ,,f 
wmsidering it immediately ami euii -r 
placing sugar on the free list or at least 
striking out the differential iu favor of 
the trust. 

Mr. Vilas defended the administra- 
tion against the aspersions put u;)on it 
by the senate and also favored iim iedi- 
ate action, as did ^Ir. ^lills of 'J'l'xas, 
who challenged Mr. C irlisie s statement 
that tho lanrt' bill would not yield suf- 
tieient revenue if sugar went on the flree 
list.

Am latorrlaw With the MInlitcr From 
Brrmtt Klocdoui. 

Kmw Tohk, Aiu. 10.— Mr. Klopmh 
cf Th* Chrlitiui Hteald has jost re- 
turned from Washington, where he had 
•n interview with Ye Sug Soo, the Co- 
rean niiuister, about his starving coun- 
trymen and the Ix'st way to hi']]) tliom. 
Mr. Klopsch said tliat he asked the min- 
ister tlie cause to whirh he attributed 
the preseut coudition of liis country. 

"Two years ago," the minister re- 
sponded, "our country liad too much 
raiu to rai^■e any crop, and hist year we 
had hardly any rain, \vit)i Hke disa.stroiw 
effect. This year the Japanese and Clii- 
nese iiiva-ion took place, wlien our 
armies were ^e(^uirod in the field. Our 
people were driven from their homes 
to the mountains, and the crops all died. 
As we are principally an agricultural 
nation, the distress resulting is pitiful. 
Four out of the eight prf)vinces are af- 
fected and lurtre than a million i>eo[)Ie 
are fa''ing starvation." 

Jlr. Klop>ch asked if the Coreau gov- 
ernment had adopted any effective 
measures for relief. 

"Our people are i)oor," replied the 
ntiuister, "(jur <;ountry i.-t poor and our 
govemmont is poor. There is not much 
we can do for otirsolves, but what little 
could be done haw already bet>n done. 
Food is most urgently reciuirod, but that 
can not be secured here and shipped in 
time to lie of practical value. But al- 
most equally important is seed. Give 
us seed that we can sow for ne.\t year's 
harvest. If we can get tliis, permanent 
relief is almost sure to follow. We can 
grow almost everything— wheat, oats, 
beets, barley, corn and rice.' 

The minister said that a cargo of grain 
ahonld be shipped from San Francisco 
to Chemulpo, and that the voyage would 
occupy about 25 daya. He thought he 
ooold get friends of Corea to furnish a 
Teaael. He IumI that moniing. he said, 
reoeiTed positive aniiranoe at both the 
Chinese and Japanese legationa that if 
neoeasaiy they would provide a convoy 
for the relief ship. The Corean govern- 
ment would do the proper distnbntion 
of mpplies. Mr. Klopsch asked whether 
the present war would not seriously in- 
terfere with agricultural pursuits. 

"Only temporarily," stud the minis- 
ter. "This war will not last long. The 
commeroial interests of European na- 
tions are too great to admit of that." 

Mr. Klopsch says he will send out an 
appeal to the public and as soon as 
enough grain la secured for a vessel, he 
will himself go to Corea to see that the 
supplies are properly distributed.

The drouth continues unbroken 
throughout the greater part of the State. 
.Showers have occurred in many section.*", 
generally light hut in a few places suffi- 
cient to greatly improve the condition 
of crops. Comjilaint is general of the 
very serious efl'ect upon corn, tobacco 
and pastures. .Many corres|iondents 
say that even with a heavy rain in the 
near future the corn ^\ill not improve. 

The damaging eflect of the lack of rain 
lia.s been greatly ini rcased by the fierce 
heat that has continued tl'irough the 
week. This has caused the corn and to- 
bacco, in the fieetions without rain, to fire 
and wilt. 

r.nsture lands are needing rain badly, 
and in some places the water for stock is 
becoming scarce. All streams and 
jinnngs are very low and many are en- 
tirely without water. 

In those sections in which rain has 
fallen, the crops have materially im- 
proved and promise a fair yield, but even 
in these favored sections, rain is still 
needed. Late corn is said to be standing 
the heat and drouth fairly well, and with 
a goo<l rain will make a fair crop. 

Reports from correspondents relative 
to the condition of. the tobacco crop are 
les.s encouraging than hist week, and it is 
plainly evident from their tone that 
general and soaking rains must soon 
occur to insure even a fair crop. It is 
dillicult to state the exact I'oiulition of 
the crop, for where rains have fallen it is 
• loiuL' well; but inch reports are the 
exceptions. 

Hemp api>ears to be in about tlie saiue 
condition as given in iMt Week's bulletin. 

Fall plowing has commenced in many 
parts of the State. 

Watermelons are reported to be very 
good, but the crop will be rather late 
owing to early detrlmente to ite growth.
